Portrait of Pope Innocent X., oval,—finely painted ; this 
Head is engraved in the Viaggio D' Italia 
A dead Peacock and other Birds, with Fruits and a Spaniel, in 
a Garden Scene,—beautifully painted 
A Magdalen, half-figure, before a Crucifix,—painted with 
sweet expression and delicately coloured 
Perseus exhibiting the Head of Medusa, and Phineus and his 
armed Attendants turned into Stone, which is expressed by 
the colouring of the Figures ; of the very finest time of the 
master, and a magnificent specimen of the skill of the pain¬ 
ter, in composition and design :—formerly in the Collections 
of the Earl of Pembroke and Lord Gwydir 
A Grey and a Bay Horse in a Meadow; a Groom with a 
Halter is approaching the latter, and a Spaniel is barking 
at the Grey Horse which is standing near a Willow Pol¬ 
lard—a Chateau and Pleasure-Grounds occupy the distance : 
—a pleasing and highly finished specimen of this rare 
master 

A Lady in a satin Dress standing before a Toilet-Table, which 
is covered with a Persian Carpet,—an exquisitely finished 
specimen 

Christ at the House of Mary and Martha, the latter of whom 
he is exhorting ; they are on a Terrace looking over a dis¬ 
tant Landscape, with a Chateau by Breughel : on a Table 
near them, which is covered with a Carpet, and on the 
ground are Fruits, Flowers, and Birds, by V. Kessell ; 
in the interior of the house is a Man-Servant garnishing a 
Peacock : —an interesting combination of the efforts of the 
three painters ; the figures are very elegant, and the whole 
brilliantly coloured

It represents a pic¬ 
turesque site, with Mountains, from which Water falls in 
two torrents, forming lower down a Cascade, which, running 
under a wooden bridge, loses itself between the trees and 
shrubs behind the fore-ground,—on the Road of which the 
two Brothers are seen on horse-back, taking their final 
leave.— This capital picture is from the well-known Col¬ 
lection of Feitama Vottenhoven of Amsterdam . 

43 Portrait of a German Divine, seated in a Gallery, his left 

Hand resting upon a Table, on which are a Box of Colours, 
an Inkstand, and writing Implements; in his right he holds 
a Cross, a Rose, and a Pen ; a beautiful romantic Land¬ 
scape is seen through Arches :—from the circle above the 
head it would be inferred that the subject of this picture 
was canonized,—the portrait is full of expression and

entered her chamber, and is withheld by her Waiting- 
Woman ; another Lady in a green velvet corset is seated at 
a Toilet-Table, which is covered with a Turkey Carpet; on 
the right, over an arm Chair, are thrown a red Corset and 
a Cloak.
